Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 1 , 29-33, 37, 38, and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Asselbergs. 

With respect to claims 1 , 29, 31 , and 45, the reference discloses in fig. 8 an 
actuator comprising layers with different lengths, same thickness, and the length greater 
than the thickness. 

With respect to claims 30, 32, and 33, the reference discloses rectangular shape. 
With respect to claim 37, the reference discloses longitudinal vibration in the first 
full paragraph of column 7. 

With respect to claim 38, discloses free end and fixed end in fig. 8. 

3. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 31 42 
684. 

The reference discloses in fig. 2 a cantilevered piezoelectric actuator with first 
and second pairs of piezoelectric elements having the same thickness.
